We have received a copy of the “ Anglo-Chinege 
Royal First Reader” printed by the Commercial 
Press Book Depot, Shanghai. It is similar to 
‘the usual “Royal First: Reader” as used in

ON the authority off!Dr. Kitasato, the Fwshin 
States’ that the only course now possible for 
stamping out the plague in Kobe, which appears 
already to have spread to all parts of the city, 
is to thoroughly Cleanse houses and premises, 
distroy all rats, medically inspect the people 
and collect all the inhabitants of the poorer

them. The improvement of the drains and keep- 
ing houses clean, just as in the cities of Europe, 
are also recommended, The simplest way of 
catching rats, according to Dr. Kitasato, is to 
spread birdlimeon a sheet of Paper, putting in 
the centre something of which rats are-very fond. 
Itisan extremely difficult matter to disinfect 
houses, where plague has occurred, .to such an 
extent as to thoroughly stamp out the disease.

The only communication between 
Home and the Berlin oundling House 
(which are under’ different management) was 
the daily visits of a European nurse employed 
at (he Foundling House, to a European friend 
at the Blind Home. on i é 
_ This European nurse herself showed no 
symptoms “whatever of Beri-Beri, but the 
authorities of the Founding House are of the 
opinion that she must in some manner have 
conveyed the infection to the house, as the first 
two children to be attacked were being surgi- 
cally) dressed by this nurse, one for an affection 
of the eyes and the other for some skin affection, 
Within two of three, days, however; of these 
two children showing symptoms of the disease’ 
no less than 50 or 60 others werc attacked, . | 

Up to December 7th the house contained 102 
Chinese children and girls up to 16 or 17 years 
ofage, and on this date 69 school children, all of 
whom were suffering from Beri-Ben, were sent 
to Macao, with six big girls (who were free from 
the diséase) to assist in looking, after ‘them, 
thus leaving 27 healthy children in the House. 
Two of the children died in Macaa shortly after, 
their arrival there. , 

The children who were attacked were all be- 
tween the ages of 4 and 7, and all of them 
slept in a series of adjacent ground floor roams, 
These rooms are thoroughly well lit and venti- 
lated dnd have close-bourded floors which are 
painted.\ Some children who step! in ground 
floor rooms in another part of the building were 
hot altacked nor were any.of the girls who slept. 
up-stairs. No European cases have occured. 

The children’s ‘dictary appears to be a most 
‘generous one, comprising rice, . eggs, 
fish (fresh and = salt on alternate 
days) meat (beef or pork) at every evening 
meal and thrice a week with the morning meal. 

The special points about the outbreak seem 
to be the unusually early age of the patients 
(all between 4 and. 7) the absence of overcrowd- 
ing, and the abundant lighting and ventilation 
of the premises and the fiberal dietary, 

We must assume, I suppose, the germ which 
resides in the soil and is not transmissible from 
one human being to another except through the 
medium of fomites containing the germ, was 
conveyed by the European nurse in her cloth- 
ing or more probably, perhaps in the soil ad- 
hering ta her boots, fro. the Blind Home to 
the Berlin Foundling House, that it there de- 
veloped ‘rapidly and that the children sleeping 
on the ground. floor rooms nearest to the nur- 
se’s ‘apartment were poisoned by the toxin gehe- 
rated by the infective germ. The fact that two. 
children who required surgical ‘dressing were 
the first to develop symptoms of the disease is 
only in accord with’ the accepted teaching, but 
1 think that, in‘view ‘of the very brief interval 
between their sickness and that of the rest of 
the children, these latter did not contract the 
disease from the first two, but that all derived 
infection from the same source. he 

T recommend that the Blind Home be tho- 
roughly overhauled before it.is again ‘occupied 
and that all the ground surfaces be concreted 
beneath the boarded floors. 

Talso recommend the infected rooms at the 
Berlin Foundling House be thoroughly’ dis« 
infected, limewashed and repainted and that if 
there is no concrete beneath the ‘floors, that 
this be done before the children are permitted 
to return to the House. ees

PIRACIES ON THE WEST RIVER, 

‘To tit Eorron ov Tux HONGKONG TeLrcnarit.” 

Sir,—I see by the translations from . the 
Chinese papers in your valuable publication 
that the ‘number of piracies now being com- 
mitted on the West River are still numerous, 
Recently I was informed ‘of a ‘supposed pira-- 
tical attack made on-a villaye on- tho: banks of 
the rivet, «witnessed. by a party of “British: 
gentlemen: who were-on a pleasure trip. 
Four gentlerhen cngaged a private launch 
at Canton . for a trip up the West River, and 
when a little above Samsui,.at about ten o'clock 
at night, they saw a.boat firing ata village on 
the bank, while the villagers were returning the 
fire. On making enquiries they. were told it was 
in honour’ of Marshall Su, 
Such may be the truth: [am not in a position 
to say such was--not the case, but, from what 
my imformant, told me, fam more inclined to-, 
think it was an attack made on.a neighbouring’. 
village by bad characters. I yas-‘told that

West River; the one thing essential to com.’ 
comercial activity is security, this ono thing is 
most conspicuous by its absence, and until this 
terrible state of lawlessnéss is suppressed we 
cannot expect our trade to flourish, Si 
The moral effect of our gun-boats being 
on the scene, or rather handyito. it, and 
the knowledge that if caught’ the: pirates 
will receive-prompt, punishment has done same, 
little to abate the evil, but-not much, aud ‘the 
reason is not hard tofind.. If wecatch,a pirate 
the law demands that he shall be hanged. Our 
Severest punishment is tempered wit “mercy, 
the actual execution shall be with as little pain 
as possible under the circumstances. “I do not 
wish to pose as bloodthirsty, ferocious and 
wishing to institute torture, but I am convinced, 
and -others:who, are at all conversant with the 
Chineseare also, that the Chinese criminal does 
not (car. death, it being’.a. well-known fact 
that a -substitule to be. executed can. be 
obtained in China by paying a comparatively 
small fee... It.is also.well known that many an 
inndcent’ man_has confessed to crimes to pro-. 
tect himself from being tortured, a confession 
being esssential by Chinese law before sen- 
tence can be passed. We certainly cannot 
resort to torture, We may hang them as pirates, 
but’ this. form of punishment does not deter 
others - from committing the same crime. We 
might hand them over ta the Chinese authorities. 
This at. the best it simply our relegating an 
unpleasant jab, which we say we cannot 
do, to some one else to do for us, ‘ns by 
Chinese law the prisoners would un- 
doubtly bo tortured. But should we be cere 
tain that the mandarin or official to whom the 
irates were passed over to, do their duty as: 
itid down by.the law, [think it is mare ‘pro- 
bable that the official is already a Pautticipator 
in the profits of these piracics and that when 


the pirates were brought before hisn they would - 


be allowed to go scot free ; some poor luckless 
coolics .night have their heads’ chopped off 
as a Chinese official is always ready to oblige 
with a dozen or two executions if he thinks by 
.0 doing he will make ‘things more comfortable 
for hiniself, : ies 

Two things are. certain, that the pirates 
land their Joot at riverside villages and 
that the’ mandarins of these villages cither 
will not, or can not afterwards discover either 
the men, or ‘the stolen property, I think, 
this clearly shows that the ‘villagers ate 
in league with. the pirates, in fact what in 
British law. is called “accessory’ before the 
fact” and thereby equally liable to punish 
ment, If our gun-boats bombarded a village 
or two at which it had been proved that pira- 
ted property had been, landed, there is no 
doubt that villagers would not be.s0 willing ‘to 
assist these miscreants. .We can reach the 
villages: we cannotthe men. =. | ‘ 

.Thore are objections, of course, 
né‘doubt, but when the whole world is suultoring 
from these pests it is useless to stand too muc 
on Ceremony or even the lettér of the law, |

The following amended regulations respect- 
ing Mezzanine Floors ‘and Cocklofts . were 
sibmitted at this afteynoon’s necting of the 
Sanitary Board :-~ eet a 

1. Under the provisions of Section §, Sub- 

_ section (er) of Ordinance 34 1899, it 
"js unlawfal te construct, put up, continue 
or maintain in, any room of any doinestic buil- 
ding, any mezzanine floor, or cockloft whatso- 
ever which is not in accordance with the follow- 
ing regulations -— : i 

a) Such mezzanine floor or cockloft shall be 
situated inthe ground or the top floor of. the 
premises. : 

(4) The building shall be constricted, ven- 
tilated, lit and maintained in a sanitary condi- 
tion to the sati ian of the Sanitary Board, 

(ce) The mezzanine floor, or cockloft shall not 
extend over more than ove halt of the floor arca 
of the room and shall have a clear space below 
it of not less than nine feet measured vertically, 
provided that this space is sufficient to prevent 
the obstruction of any, doorway or window 

"situated in an external wall ’ 

(d) The space above such mezzanine floor, 
or cockloft shall be used for storage purposes 
only, unless such space measures not less than 

ening feet vertically, in which case it may be 
used for sleepings purposes also. The spaces 
above and below such mezzanine floor, or cock- 
toft shall not be enclosed except in accordance 
with Section 4 of Ordinance 34 of 1899. 

(¢) No mezzanine floor, or cockloft, shall he 
erected or niaintained in any room which 
contains one or more cubicles or partitions, 

(f) No mezzanine flodr or cockloft shall be 
erected or maintained in any kitchen. 

(et) Provided that any existing cockloft for 
which a permit in writing has been issued by 
the Sanitary Board in accordance with Gavern- 
ment Notifications 373 and 407 af 1895 shall 
be allowed to remain in accordance with the 
conditions of such permit.

Much has been said re¢ently.in the cable 
dispatches about Boer protests against the use‘of 
lyddite sheils in the field ang the deadly nalure 
of the gascs liberated by these shells. [¢ seems 
from the following ‘ate special article in 
the Mew York “Zribune: hat international 
agreements do not ‘bar any, explosive used in

Why should lyddite be barsed in civilized 
warfare?

that, he had no idea on what grounds the pro- 
test could been made.

What ‘the correspondent really meant, | 
suppose, by ‘asphyxiation, or suffocation, was 
the effect of the shock produced by the violent 
explosion .of such amass, ‘The bodies of these 
poor fellows would be found without a scratch

had exploded, and then it: would he supposed 

that they-had died of suffocation by the dis- 
charges of yas, or their deaths would be so 
described by a war,correspondent,

duaed by the bursting ofa shell charged with a
